OH Producer

A Hot Shot Fired at the Influence of Corpor-
ations tilth the LeclMative, Executive

and Judicial Departments.
The recent sessions of the Grand Coun-

cil of the Oil Producers' Union were oc-

casions of very warm debate, but the an-

nexed official copy of resolutions adopted
"ives the essence of all that was said :

Rcsolud, That the several suits and prose-
cutions instituted by the legal committee
of the general council have failed to secure
to us an adjudication by the courts of the
correctness of our position, and that this
result is due to the failure of
the state administration of Penn-
sylvania to fulfil its promises of
supiort ; to the dangerous inilucnce of cor-

porations with the legislative, executive
and judicial departments of the govern
ment, and to the delay brought about by
the direct interposition of the state au-

thorities by which the patience and means
of the oil producers were cxliausted and
their effort rendered nugatory. We declare
that by the inefficiency and weakness of
the secretary of internal ailairs in the year
1878 ; by the interposition on more than
one occasion of the attorney general in 1879,

by which the taking of testimony was pre-

vented ; by the failure of the present gov
ernor for many months to cither grant or
deny the icquisition for criminals, indicted
for crimes within the commonwealth of
Pennsylvania, fugitives from justice to
other states ; and by the interference of
some of the judges of the supreme court
by an extraordinary and (according to the
best legal judgment of the land) unlawful
action, by which the trial of an indictment
for a misdemeanor pending in a local court
was delayed and prevented ; the alarming
and most dangerous inilucnce of powerful
corporations was then demonstrated. "While

we accept the inevitable results forced
upon us by these inllucnccs, we aver that
the contest is not over and our object not
attained ; but will continue to advocate
and maintain the subordination of all cor-
porations to the laws, the constitution and
the will or the people, however and when-

ever expressed ; that the system of freight
disci imiuatiou by common carriers is ab-

solutely wrong in principle, and tends to
the fostering of dangerous usurption, and
that it is the duty of the government, by
legislative, judicial and executive action,
to protect the people from this growing and
dauscrous power.

Jiesolrcil, That the General Council of the
Producers' Union approves of the action of
the president in withdrawing the suit
against the Standard combinations and the
l'cnnsylvania railroad company as wise
and judicious, and compelled under the ex
isting conflitions el the litigations. v line
v.e do not approve of the reservation in the
contract presented of the right to make
any disci iminatioiis in rates of freight, we
tender to our president our thanks for the
energy, fidelity and ability with which he
conducted the several legal proceedings.
